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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Sanuki does not teach 
removing any portion of the silicon substrate to form at least two trenches. This is not persuasive because Sanuki clearly teaches removing 
any portion of the silicon substrate to form at least two trenches (30/31; 50/51, see figures 5-8, col. 4, lines 54-60). 

Applicant also contends that Sanuki does not teach a MOS transistor "wherein a long dimension of the at least one stress adjuster is placed 
parallel to a flow of current through said MOS transistors and is substantially equal to a gate length of said MOS transistor, the stress 
adjustor being positioned proximate a channel region of the MOS transistor". This is not persuasive because Sanuki teaches a MOS 
transistor wherein a long dimension of the at least one stress adjustor (23) is placed parallel to a flow of current through said MOS 
transistors (21 ) and is substantially equal to a gate (21 ) length of said MOS transistor (see figures 5, 8), the stress adjustor (23/25) being 
positioned proximate a channel region of the MOS transistor (21 , see figures 5-8) which is similar to the instant invention (see figure 2a-2b, 
the long dimension of the at least one stress adjustor does not equal to the gate length of the MOS transistor). It is also noted that the 
specification contains no disclosure of either the critical nature of the claimed arrangement (i.e.- specific length of the gate and the stress 
adjustor) or any unexpected results arising therefrom see in re Woodruff, 919F.2d 1575,1578 (FED. Cir.1990). 
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
